Sidney, N. ,S., Aug. 2.— Dr. Alex­ 
ander Graham Bell, inventor of the 
telephone, died at his home at Bad­ 
deck last night; 
! 
Alexander G raham Bell lived to see 
experiments which he began with a 
dead m an’s ear less than fifty years 
ago result in a means of communica­ 
tion for millions of long distance tele­ 
phone conversations daily in all parts 
of the world. 
The possibilit* of ta lk ­ 
ing over a wire, ridiculed then as a 
dream by almost everybody except 
Bell, became during his lifetime a 
reality commonplace and marvellous. 
The Bell basic patent, known in the 
records at W ashington as No. 174,- 
465 has been called the most valuable 
single patent ever issued in the whole 
history of invention. 
There are to ­ 
day over thirteen million telephone 
instrum ents through which 
billions 
of telephone conversations are carried 
on each year. 
Means of communication had been 
a hobby in the Bell family long be­ 
fore the inventor of the telephone was 
bom. 
Two generations back, Alex­ 
ander Bell became noted for inventing 
a system for overcoming stammering 
speech, while his son, Alexander Nel- 
Artrte-Bell, fattier o f the inventor o f 
the telephone, perfected a system of 
visible speech. 
With this heritage, the son, bom in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1847, under­ 
took similar experiments while still 
a lad. 
He constructed an artificial 
skull of gutta-percha and Indian ru b ­ 
ber th a t would 
pronounce 
several 
words in weird tone, when blown into 
by a hand bellows. 
At the age of 
sixteen he became, like his father, a 
teacher of elocution, and an instructor 
of deaf mute*. 
Bell reached a crisis in his life a t 
the age of 22, when he was th rea t­ 
ened with tuberculosis. 
The white 
plague caused the death of his two 
brothers and the Bell family migrated 
to Brantford, Canada. 
A meeting at that time with Sir 
Charles Wheatstone, the English in­ 
ventor of the 
telegraph, fired 
the 
young elocutionist with ambition to 
invent a musical, or multiple, tele­ 
graph, which eventually turned in t to 
be a telephone. 
His father while giving a lecture in 
Boston, proudly mentioned the son’i 
success in 
teaching 
London 
deaf 
mutes. 
This led the Boston Board of 
Education to offer the young Bell $500 
to introduce his system in the newly 
opened school for deaf mutes. 
Ha 
was then 24 years old, and instantly 
became the educational sensation of 
the day. 
He was appointed a profes­ 
sor in Boston University, and opened 
his instantly successful “ School of 
Vocal Physiology.’’

COAL TAX IS SMALL 


Mine Reports Show It Does Not Ex­ 
ceed Twelve Cents. 


The highest tax assessed on 
the 
highest 
valued 
coal 
under 
the 
anthracite tax taw is 
on stove coat 
and it does not exceed 12 cents a 
ton as a rule, although in 
one 
or 
two exceptional cases it 
went close 
to 
14 
cents, 
according 
to 
some 
studies of reports of anthracite coal 
producers made in the Auditor Gene­ 
ra l’s 
Department. 
These 
figures 
were made up by Auditor General 
Samuel S. Lewis from the produc­ 
tion statements filed under oaths. 
“The amount of tax per ton under 
the general 
average values for the 
various grades of coal as shown by 
all the reports filed 
varies 
from 
.1165 or a little over ll cents a ton 
for stove coal based on the general 
average value of $7.77 a 
ton 
for 
stove coal, down to .0188 a ton for 
barley coal, based on the general ave­ 
rage of $1.25 a ton for barley coal,” 
says the statement of Mr. Lewis. 
“The highest tax per ton assessed is 
an exceptional instance where $9.10 
a ton was reported as the average va­ 
lue of stove coal by one company on 
which the tax would be .1365. There­ 
fore, the average tax 
assessed 
on 
stove coal, which bears the highest 
value, does not exceed 12 cents a ton 
and the highest tax assessed in any 
case is less than 14 cents a ton.” 
The Auditor General had an aver­ 
age of value by grades worked out from 
the reports of 197 operators 
of 385 
collieries or operations on which a tax 
of $3,164,189.02 was calculated for the 
last half of 1921, which is now largely 
in litigation.

Tining Reminders 
From The Penn­ 
sylvania State College. 


Alfalfa 
Fertilization—The 
new 
seed bed should be weir fertilized be­ 
fore seeding. 
Plow down some ma­ 
nure, if possible, and then harrow in 
300 to 500 pounds of acid phosphate, 
or the same amount of an 0-12-4 mix­ 
ture. 
The latter fertilizer will in­ 
sure a better stand to survive the 
winter. 
Endive and Lettuce— Now 
is the 
proper time to sow endive and let­ 
tuce for fall use during October and 
the fore part of November. 
Ordi­ 
nary turnips may also be sown 
in 
rows now 
and later 
thinned, 
or 
broadcast in corn. 
Cottage Cheese—To make cottage 
cheese, set milk at 70 degrees F. and 
allow to curdle. 
A fter a firm curd 
has formed, heat the milk to 96 de­ 
grees F. and stir as little as possible 
in so doing. 
It will take about 30 
minutes to reach this temperature. 
When 
the curd 
separates in 
the 
whey, draw into cheese cloth bags 
and allow to drain until the proper 
consistency 
is reached.

Extension specialists in entomology 
at the Pennsylvania State College, be­ 
cause of the success 
that 
attended 
their efforts in the control of the cab­ 
bage maggot, are advocating the use 
of ta r disks, 
corrosive sublimate 
or 
carbolic acid emulsion 
as effective 
means to cut down the injury done by 
this pest. 
In demonstrations conduct­ 
ed in four counties of the state dur­ 
ing the 
past year, these 
substances 
were 
used to control 
the maggot 
which annually causes a loss of about 
35 per cent in early cabbage plants. 
In the eighty tests made in these coun­ 
ties, 
it was found 
that the control 
methods used at the direction of the 
extension specialists resulted in dou­ 
ble the yield of cabbage from a given 
plot of ground. 


Out of 500 plants protected by tar 
disks, the records show that 450 m a­ 
ture heads were produced, while only 
200 heads 
were matured 
in another 
plot of 500 untreated 
plants. 
The 
other preventative materials suggest­ 
ed gave equally good results, and it 
was found that the increased returns 
ranged from 
$350 to $700 
per acre, 
depending upon the degree of infesta­ 
tion.
